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AMERICA,  ITALY  AND  ITALIAN  COINS 

We  are  all  made  aware,  from  time  to  time,  of  how  many  good  things  we  miss,  or 
don’t  appreciate  properly,  through  over  familiarity.  Because  something  is  part  of  our 
every  day  existence  we  frequently  tend  to  overlook  it,  like  a pretty  sister  or  the  wife’s 
really  good  cooking  when  we  get  home  every  evening.  Our  Italian  heritage  suffers  from 
this  human  weakness.  As  Americans,  we  have  ties  with  many  other  national  groups 
throughout  the  wrorld  and  have  absorbed  many  things  of  value  from  them  into  our  own 
society.  Italy  has  certainly  made  major  contributions  to  our  national  and  cultural  heritage. 
We  all  know  it,  but  tend  to  forget  how  much  we  owe  to  that  southern  Mediterranean 
peninsula.  After  all,  one  might  almost  say  we  are  here  thanks  to  Italian  enterprise. 
Although  Columbus  sailed  under  the  colors  of  Spain,  he  was  a native  of  Genoa,  a great 
maritime  and  trading  city.  In  addition,  Italian  ingenuity  was  not  limited  to  maritime 
matters  alone.  Banking  was  invented  in  Italy.  The  bankers  of  Genoa,  Florence  and 
Venice  were  world  famous  in  their  day  for  sound  money, -good  gold  Florins  and  Ducats. 
While  these  were  only  the  beginnings,  the  present  is  equally  well  supplied  with  examples. 

Many  men  of  the  writer’s  generation  made  their  personal  acquaintance  with  Italy 
under  the  worst  possible  conditions.  They  walked  up  the  length  of  the  country  as  members 
of  the  United  States  Army  after  1943.  This  experience  was  not  really  a pleasant  one 
for  any  of  the  parties  involved  and  quite  possibly  did  not  kindle  any  immediate  en- 
thusiasm. Nevertheless,  after  the  war,  thousands  of  tourists  have  sampled  the  delights 
of  Italian  food,  Italian  art,  the  numerous  relics  of  a glorious  past  and  the  cheerful 
friendliness  of  the  Italian  people.  Even  some  of  the  reluctant  tourists  from  the  years 
1943  to  1945  have  been  drawn  back  to  the  scenes  of  their  youthful  adventures  and  enjoyed 
every  minute  of  the  trip.  Finally,  it  can  be  said  that  we  have  benefited  immensely  from 
the  great  numbers  of  sturdy  Italians  who  have  come  to  America  and  have  made  a real 
contribution  to  our  country.  At  the  same  time,  they  have  given  us  some  of  the  charming 
local  customs  of  their  former  native  land. 

In  view  of  the  close  cultural  and  practical  connections  that  have  existed  between  this 
country  and  Italy,  we  find  it  curious  that  the  American  collector  has  been  able  to 
summon  up  only  a moderate  interest  in  Italian  coins.  There  are  probably  several  good 
reasons  for  this  relative  neglect.  Italy’s  history  is  a long  one  and  grievously  subdivided 
into  confusing  periods.  The  Ancient  coin  collector’s  Rome  will  include  widely  spread 
Imperial  provinces  outside  the  peninsula  itself,  while  the  Crown  collector’s  Rome  will 

be  a Papal  City.  We  tend  to  forget  that  the  Italian  past  is  obscured,  not  only  by  the 

loom  of  the  weird  Fascist  experience,  but  by  the  fact  that  one  of  the  oldest  peoples  in 

Europe  live  in  one  of  the  newest  National  States.  The  Unification  of  Italy,  called  the 

“Risorgimento”,  took  place  during  the  same  period  when  the  United  States  was  under- 
going a somewhat  similar  experience  - between  1860  and  1870.  Both  the  Risorgimento 
and  the  Civil  War  represent  the  great  watersheds  of  the  mid-Nineteenth  Century.  After 
these  events,  the  world’s  affairs  proceeded  rather  differently,  both  within,  as  well  as 
without,  the  borders  of  the  nations  most  immediately  involved. 

Somehow  we  find  it  difficult  to  penetrate  to  the  far  side  of  the  Italian  watershed.  It 
is  almost  too  easy  to  think  of  modern  Italian  history  as  starting  with  Cavour  and

(jaribaldi.  Before  them  there  is  darkness,  unless  we  go  hack  far  enough  to  find  landscapes 
illuminated  by  the  glories  of  Imperial  Rome,  or  very  briefly  by  the  Renaissance.  Some 
of  this  darkness  can  be  explained  by  the  nature  of  modern  Italian  history  and  some  of  it 
by  the  nature  of  Nineteenth  Century  Historians.  The  Risorgimento  aroused  intellectual 
and  liberal  Europe  just  about  the  way  the  American  Revolution  did  this  country.  The 
setting  and  the  details  were  almost  too  perfect.  After  centuries  of  slavery  the  Italians 
rose,  burst  their  bonds,  and  created  themselves  free  and  united.  Quite  obviously  anyone 
that  didn’t  subscribe  to  this  fervid  emotional  view  of  what  was,  after  all,  a natural 
evolutionary  process,  was  against  Virtue  and  for  Sin.  So  the  history  of  Italy  in  the  years 
before  1860  tends  to  be  painted  in  the  darkest  colors.  The  Rulers  of  the  Italian  States, 
and  particularly  the  Kings  of  Naples,  are  served  up  as  the  foulest  of  despots.  Pursuing 
his  own  devious  political  maneuvers  in  England,  Gladstone  produced  one  of  those  highly 
moral  judgements  dear  to  the  heart  of  the  English  that  has  all  the  survival  powers  of 
a desert  cactus.  Pie  described  the  Kingdom  of  Naples  as  “the  negation  of  God  erected 
into  a system  of  Government”.  So  the  years  preceding  1860  are  not  only  filled  with 
maledictions  (which  make  rather  dull  reading)  but  presented  as  nothing  but  a backdrop 
for  the  climactic  events  of  the  Risorgimento.  The  modern  historian  has  frequently  been 
all  too  willing  to  accept  this  classic  view,  with  the  result  that  it  is  not  easy  to  come  to 
grips  with  the  story  of  Modern  Italy  before  “the  Creation’’,  as  it  were. 

The  situation  just  referred  to  has  made  it  difficult  for  the  Collector  to  visualize  his 
Italian  coins  in  their  historical  context.  After  all,  the  romance  associated  with  the  coinage 
of  any  nation  adds  something  to  the  interest  of  the  pieces.  We  have  the  perfect  example 
of  the  validity  of  this  generalization  if  we  think  of  the  California  coins  of  the  Gold  Rush 
days,  so  eagerly  sought  by  sophisticated  collectors.  Few  of  these  coins  would  win  a beauty 
contest,  but  they  certainly  are  evocative  of  a stimulating  era  in  our  own  past.  Italian 
Numismatics  for  the  period  after  the  House  of  Savoy  reached  the  united  throne  does 
not  present  much  in  the  way  of  problems.  The  coinage  of  the  peninsula  during  the  18th 
and  first  half  of  the  19th  Century,  however,  is  rich  in  interesting  and  attractive  pieces. 
It  is  complicated  only  by  the  historical  - geographical  divisions  in  Italy,  about  which  it  is 
difficult  to  discover  very  much.  It  will  be  the  purpose  of  this  discussion  to  try  to  bring 
Italy  during  the  period  just  mentioned  into  some  kind  of  focus.  We  have  no  intention 
of  trying  to  summarize  all  the  history  of  the  era  here.  The  aim  is  simply  to  try  to  give 
the  reader  a thin  framework  of  fact  and  explanation  to  help  him  enjoy  his  Italian  coins, 
if  he  has  any,  or  persuade  him  that  the  field  is  not  without  interest  if  he  has  none -yet. 
As  a further  aid  to  that  end  we  are  also  including  an  historical  map  of  Italy  for  the 
period  1815  to  1860  so  that  the  territorial  outlines  of  some  of  the  smaller  states  will 
be  more  easily  appreciated. 

Before  dealing  with  matters  historical,  a word  about  geography  might  be  in  order 
The  Italian  peninsula,  projecting  down  into  the  Mediterranean  Sea,  the  cradle  of  the 
Western  World,  is  endowed  with  drawbacks  as  well  as  assets.  In  the  earliest  times  the 
dominating  position  with  which  it  was  endowed  provided  a firm  base  for  Roman  power. 
In  later  eras  it  proved  equally  useful  for  the  great  commercial  cities  like  Venice  and 
Genoa  and  trading  ports  such  as  Leghorn.  The  proximity  of  Sicily  and  the  South  to 
Africa  resulted  in  strong  ties  and  cultural  interchanges  not  only  with  North  Africa,  but 
with  points  farther  East.  We  only  have  to  remember  the  strange  flowering  of  culture 
in  the  12th  Century  under  the  Norman  Frederick  II,  when  Arabic  was  an  official  language, 
alongside  Latin  and  the  vernacular.  These  things  notwithstanding,  nature  dealt  rather 
hardly  with  Italy.  The  country  is  dominated  by  the  brutal  rock  spine  of  the  Appenines,  a 
series  of  mountains  that  run  the  length  of  the  peninsula  dividing  it  in  half.  These  rugged

mountains  cover  a tremendous  area  of  the  land,  an  area  that  is  truly  God  forsaken.  So 
as  we  look  at  any  map  we  must  never  forget  that  a large  precentage  of  the  country  not 
only  provides  no  sustenance  for  the  people  but  is  an  economic  millstone  unrelieved  by 
any  hidden  mineral  or  petroleum  resources.  In  a modern  technological  world  this  is  a 
real  drawback.  Progressive  deforestation  has  made  the  situation  worse  In  winter,  water 
runs  off  the  rocks  to  be  wasted,  while  in  the  summer  they  burn  up.  The  Alps  in  the 
north,  that  for  a long  time  provided  a strategic  barrier  against  invaders,  also  served  to 
cut  Italy  off  from  much  activity  in  northern  Europe  which  we  have  come  to  regard  as  pro- 
gress. In  the  end  they  also  proved  too  easy  to  cross,  for  the  welfare  of  the  country.  Much 
of  Italy’s  history  can  be  explained  in  terms  of  geography.  The  lack  of  natural  resources 
hindered  the  development  of  industry.  The  lack  of  agricultural  land  made  it  difficult  to 
raise  the  standard  of  living  and  many  Italians  emigrated  to  the  United  States.  These 
problems  still  exist.  One  of  the  few  bright  spots  in  an  otherwise  somewhat  nerve-racking 
post-war  world  is  the  progress  which  the  Italian  Republic  is  making  to  surmount  them. 

Dates  are  a nuisance  to  all  men  except  collectors  of  American  coins  who  worship 
these  time  symbols  with  passionate  and  misguided  idolatry.  Nevertheless,  476  A. D.  is  one 
date  that  will  be  familiar  to  many  readers.  In  476,  several  people,  including  Gibbon,  decided 
that  the  Roman  Empire  fell.  In  any  case,  we  can  accept  it  as  the  beginning  of  the  period 
when  Roman  civilization  crumbled  and  the  “Dark  Ages”  began.  The  barbarian  Odoacer 
inaugurated  a long  series  of  foreign  rulers  who  were  to  plague  Italy.  As  this  period 
slipped  into  the  Middle  Ages,  a titanic  struggle  between  the  Emperor  and  the  Papacy 
developed  with  some  curious  results.  The  Italian  cities  in  the  north  emerged  as  indepen- 
dent entities  of  great  power.  Presently  they  took  sides  between  the  Pope  and  the  Emperor 
and  began  to  hammer  at  each  other.  When  some  sort  of  a peace  was  patched  up  in  the 
12th  Century  the  next  step  was  a war  of  the  cities  against  the  nobles.  The  nobles  were  sub- 
dued, in  a way.  In  any  case,  feudalism,  the  medieval  connection  between  the  peasant  and 
the  land  that  lasted  so  long  in  northern  Europe,  virtually  ceased  to  exist  in  the  north  of 
Italy.  The  cities  won  autonomy  by  their  own  efforts.  In  the  13th  Century  the  “bourgoisie” 
-the  merchant  classes -rose  to  a position  of  dominance  and  with  it  lost  interest  in 
fighting.  For  protection,  or  aggression,  the  cities  hired  mercenary  troops  and  municipal 
power  was  frequently  placed  in  the  hands  of  their  leaders.  They  were  accepted  by  the 
population  for  the  sake  of  peace  and  repose.  These  men  became  the  “tyrants”,  at  first 
ruling  moderately  well  in  many  cases,  and  then  setting  up  ruling  dynasties  of  their  own. 

Given  the  nature  of  things,  out  of  the  hurly  burly  of  competing  tyrants  and  Imperial 
interference  from  over  the  Alps,  Italy  became  dominated  by  five  powers  by  the  end 
of  the  15th  Century.  These  were  the  Kingdom  of  Naples,  the  Duchy  of  Milan,  the  Re- 
publics of  Florence  and  Venice,  and  the  Papacy.  A period  of  prosperity  and  peace  between 
1447  and  1526  was  marked  by  the  great  cultural  achievements  of  the  Renaissance.  After 
1526,  invasions  by  France  and  the  Emperor  threw  everything  into  the  melting  pot.  Venice 
began  to  slip  as  a great  power,  although  she  lasted  in  name  until  overthrown  by  Napoleon. 
Florence  ceased  to  be  a Republic  and  became  the  Grand  Duchy  of  Tuscany  in  the  hands 
of  the  Medici.  Spain  ruled  Naples.  During  the  next  century  many  of  the  old  ruling  families 
like  the  Este,  and  the  Gonzaga,  died  out.  By  the  beginning  of  the  18th  Century  Italy 
found  herself  quiescent,  no  longer  a pawn  in  the  game  among  the  great  powers  like 
France,  Spain  and  the  Hapsburg  dominions,  that  had  emerged  as  nation  States,  while 
she  remained  divided.  Later  historians,  spurred  on  by  the  theory  that  Nationalism  and 
Unification  were  synonomous  with  progress,  call  this  a period  of  Italian  disgrace. 

In  this  connection,  let  us  examine  the  map  of  Italy  during  the  18th  Century.  It  is 
true  that  the  country  was  divided  and  that  Italians  didn’t  seem  to  mind  very  much.  In 
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1735  a Spanish  Bourbon  Prince  made  himself  King  of  Naples.  As  Charles  III,  he  reigned 
until  1759  when  circumstances  led  to  his  assuming  the  crown  of  Spain.  In  Spain  and  in 
Naples,  Charles  III  proved  himself  one  of  the  best  of  his  race  and  did  much  for  both 
countries.  His  son,  Ferdinand  IV,  born  in  Naples,  and  a true  Neapolitan  if  there  ever 
was  one,  had  more  virtues  than  doctrinaire  democrats  are  willing  to  grant  him.  Parma 
was  controled  by  a brother  of  Charles  III.  Modena  and  Genoa  were  under  French  pro- 
tection. Lombardy  and  Milan  were  well  ruled  and  happy  under  Austrian  domination.  In 
1765,  Peter  Leopold  was  made  Grand  Duke  of  Tuscany  and  inaugurated  a long  reign 
marked  by  peace,  prosperity  and  important  public  enterprise.  In  the  North,  Piedmont,  the 
only  other  Kingdom  besides  Naples,  was  under  control  of  the  oldest  dynasty  in  Europe, 
the  House  of  Savoy.  If  the  Kings  were  given  to  autocracy  as  a way  of  life,  it  was  still 
an  autocracy  directed  largely  toward  the  general  good.  The  fact  seems  to  be  that  in  the 
18th  Century  Italy  was  not  badly  off  and  the  Italians  rather  liked  things  the  way  they 
were. 

The  situation  just  described  did  not  last.  The  French  Revolution  overturned  the  18th 
Century  and  smashed  the  good  things  as  well  as  the  bad.  The  storms  of  the  years  between 
1792  and  1815  brushed  over  the  Alpine  barrier  into  Italy  and  caused  riot  and  confusion 
not  equaled  since  the  days  of  the  High  Renaissance.  The  difference  is  that  death  and 
destruction  in  the  name  of  progress  and  democracy  always  seem  to  earn  good  historical 
marks  and  make  much  more  edifying  reading.  For  a brief  synthesis  of  the  events  in 
question  we  refer  you  to  the  historical  introduction  to  the  appropriate  sections  of 
Davenport’s,  “European  Crowns  Since  1800”.  The  importance  of  the  period  for  our  im- 
mediate purposes  lies  not  in  what  happened  then,  but  what  happened  after  1815  as  the 
result  of  forces  that  the  Revolution  had  set  in  motion. 

We  have  already  observed  that  the  latter  half  of  the  18th  Century  was  one  of  tran- 
quility and  relative  prosperity  throughout  the  Italian  Peninsula.  Of  course  we  must 
realize  that  this  state  of  affairs,  however  comfortable  it  may  have  been  for  the  peoples 
of  the  time,  was  not  considered  at  all  praiseworthy.  Italy  preferred  peace  and  prosperity  to 
sacrifices  made  in  the  cause  of  Liberty,  a vague  concept  that  seemed  more  the  province 
of  French  Philosophers  and  had  little  to  do  with  pasta  and  good  red  wine.  One  of  the 
most  obvious  results  of  the  French  Revolution  was  to  implant  a lively  fear  of  “Liberty 
Equality  and  Fraternity”  in  the  minds  of  the  Rulers  of  Europe.  At  the  Congress  of 
Vienna,  the  Statesmen  tried  hard  to  bring  back  the  Good  Old  Days.  In  Italy,  if  one 
looks  at  the  map,  the  effort  was  not  at  all  bad.  There  were  a few  innovations,  of  course. 
The  Duchy  of  Parma  was  given  to  Napoleon’s  former  wife,  the  Archduchess  Maria  Louisa. 
But  Ferdinand  went  back  to  Naples  to  do  nothing  more  startling  than  combine  the  Island 
of  Sicily  with  his  mainland  possessions  under  the  title  of  the  Kingdom  of  the  Two 
Sicilies  and  change  his  number  from  Ferdinand  IV  to  Ferdinand  I.  It  quickly  became 
apparent,  however,  that  the  hands  of  the  clock  could  not  be  turned  back.  The  settlement 
of  1815  may  have  looked  the  same  on  the  surface,  for  a while,  but  there  was  a new  spirit 
abroad  in  the  land.  For  better  or  for  worse,  the  feeling  of  Italian  Nationality  came  into 
being,  not  as  an  intellectual  theory  but  as  practical  basic  urge. 

There  were  several  reasons  for  the  deep  spiritual  change  that  took  place  in  the  years 
after  1815.  For  one  thing,  the  business  community  was  increasing  both  in  size  and  pros- 
perity. The  unification  of  the  peninsula  would  do  away  with  the  customs  barriers,  and 
monetary  units  of  eight  different  States,  to  the  advantage  of  commerce,  industry  and 
agriculture.  The  unfelt  patriotic  urge  of  the  Italian  people  was  given  the  breath  of  life 
by  intellectuals  and  writers  like  Manzoni  and  Gioberti.  Then  a fanatic  prophet  arose  in 
the  person  of  Mazzini  to  preach  the  gospel  of  revolt  for  the  benefit  of  all.  Italian  youth 
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were  moved  and  inspired  by  him.  While  Mazzini  was  a prophet,  he  was  also  something 
of  a fool.  In  the  1850’s,  Cavour,  Prime  Minister  of  Piedmont,  appeared  on  the  stage  to 
render  services  of  which  the  prophet  was  incapable.  Where  Cavour’s  clever  and  careful 
statesmanship  was  based  too  firmly  on  common  sense  and  too  little  on  inspiration,  a man 
of  action  sprang  up.  Garibaldi  forced  Piedmont,  as  a result  of  his  invasion  of  Sicily  in 
1860,  to  accept  the  Unification  of  the  entire  country,  with  the  exception  of  the  Papal 
States,  under  the  flag  of  the  House  of  Savoy.  By  1870,  Rome  fell  to  the  new  Kingdom 
and  the  Risorgimento  had  achieved  its  goals. 

In  reading  Italian  history  of  the  19th  Century,  one  must  remember  that  the  Ris- 
orgimento aroused  tremendous  passions.  Needless  to  say,  the  Rulers  of  the  States  were 
not  in  favor  of  the  movement,  and  did  what  they  could  to  preserve  their  thrones.  Un- 
fortunately for  them  they  not  only  lost  the  game  but  they  had  all  the  most  vocal 
elements  in  the  country  arrayed  against  them.  The  winners  wrote  the  history.  When  the 
Princes  moved  against  people,  who,  in  modern  terminology,  could  only  be  called  “sub- 
versive”, they  moved  against  men  who  either  could  write  or  whose  friends  could  write. 
As  a result  of  this  “bad  press”,  it  is  probable  that  the  majority  have  a much  worse  rep- 
utation than  they  deserve.  The  best  example  of  them  all  is  Ferdinand  II  of  the  I wo 
Sicilies.  He  was  an  efficient  and  conscientious  King  who  was  basically  popular  with  his 
people.  But  he  was  not  abreast  of  the  times.  In  opposing  the  Risorgimento  instead  of 
trying  to  join  it,  he  made  a mistake.  This  iron  fisted  man  had  no  mercy  on  “subversive” 
elements  and  gave  them  short  shrift.  Those  that  survived  had  an  ample  revenge.  They 
left  a picture  of  Ferdinand  as  an  unprincipled  monster  that  has  been  repeated  ever  since. 
It  is  possible  that  Mr.  Harold  Acton’s  projected  book  on  the  Bourbons  of  Naples  after 
1825  may  do  something  to  correct  this  picture. 

Our  interest  in  this  story  of  course  lies  in  the  coins  of  the  Italian  States  before  these 
events  transpired.  The  objections  of  the  businessman  of  1815  to  the  variety  of  the 
coinage  cannot  be  echoed  by  the  Collector.  The  coins  were  well  designed  and  struck. 
Many  are  not  expensive,  although  condition  always  commands  a price.  You  will  find  a 
small  selection  of  them  for  your  consideration  in  this  List.

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BRONZES  OF  THE  SECOND  REVOLT  OF  ISRAEL 


We  have  had  the  good  fortune  to  acquire  the  major  portion  of  a hoard  of  these 
remarkable  coins.  All  coins  of  this  type  have  on  the  obverse  a vine  leaf  and  on  the 
reverse  a seven-branch  palm  tree.  They  fall  into  two  basic  sub-types  : the  “Israel"  and 
tiie  “Jerusalem”  inscriptions.  In  all,  there  are  seven  different  distinguishable  varieties 
of  this  coin  type  in  this  hoard.  They  are  said  to  have  been  overstruck  on  existing 
Roman  or  Greek  types  by  the  Jews  during  the  revolt  which  occurred  in  132-135  A.D. 
under  the  reign  of  Hadrian.  (See  Wirgin  and  Mandell  for  a somewhat  different  inter- 
pretation) It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  “Jerusalem”  coins  are  absolutely  regular  in 
spelling  and  no  abbreviations  are  used  on  either  the  obverse  or  reverse.  In  contrast  to 
this,  the  “Israel”  coins  used  abbreviations,  show  various  irregularities,  sometimes  crudely 
formed  letters,  frequent  spelling  errors,  an  occasional  retrograde  letter  and  occasional 
archaic  forms  of  the  letters  “nun”  and  “vav”.  Could  there  have  been  two  mints,  one 
with  very  careful  supervision?  Of  course,  on  individual  coins  not  all  of  the  letters  are 
present  due  to  various  causes  such  as  small  flan  sizes,  weak  striking,  wear,  corrosion 
and  off-center  impressions.  The  coins  in  the  original  hoard  vary  in  diameter  from  21  to 
28mm  and  in  thickness  from  0.5  to  3.5  mm. 

The  above  observations  have  been  possible  because  we  have  had  an  opportunity  to 
examine  a large  number  of  these  coins.  Another  curious  characteristic  of  both  the 
“Jerusalem”  and  “Israel”  coins  is  that  about  half  of  them  have  longitudinal  scratches  on 
one  or  both  sides,  indicating  that  the  moneyers  attempted  to  efface  the  original  Roman 
types  by  filing  or  scraping  off  the  impressions  of  the  coins  which  were  to  be  overstruck.

IMPERIAL  ROMAN  MONETARY  INSCRIPTIONS 

The  inscriptions  used  on  the  coinage  of  Imperial  Rome  are  plainly  divided  into  two 
broad  groups,  each  with  a different  purpose.  The  inscriptions  on  the  obverse  can  be 
called  political,  while  those  on  the  reverse  are  ideological.  The  evolution  of  the 
Emperor,  from  a political  leader  who  held  the  key  positions  in  a Republic,  into  a 
Monarch  with  a clearly  defined  Imperial  office  can  be  easily  followed  by  studying  the 
titles  that  accompany  the  effigy  on  the  obverse  of  the  coinage.  But  it  is  not  my  purpose 
here  to  discuss  the  constitutional  evidence  presented  by  Roman  Numismatics.  1 would 
rather  direct  the  reader’s  attention  to  the  ideological  inscriptions  found  on  the  reverse 
of  the  coins  of  the  Empire.  Their  message  is  not  always  as  clear  and  definite  as  that 
conveyed  by  the  titles  of  the  Emperor,  but  it  is  one  of  exceptional  significance  that 
will  repay  a brief  discussion.  Since  the  inscriptions  in  question  deal  with  the  ideological 
and  propaganda  programs  of  the  regime,  some  knowledge  of  their  meaning  is  bound 
to  add  interest  to  any  collection  of  Roman  coins.  In  addition,  such  a study  will  help 
us  realize  that  the  art  of  pushing  a‘‘party  line”  has  not  been  the  invention  of  the  last 
forty-odd  years. 

There  is  not  the  same  direct  and  permanent  relation  between  reverse  designs  of 
the  Roman  coinage  and  the  inscriptions  as  there  is  on  the  obverse.  The  portrait  of  the 
ruler  can  have  no  other  inscription  that  his  title,  and  that  title  can  have  no  other 
wording  than  that  which  was  sent  by  the  government  to  all  mints  of  the  Empire,  as, 
indeed,  the  official  portrait  itself  was  sent.  Far  more  latitude  existed  for  the  reverse 
designs  and  their  variety  is  infinitely  greater.  Of  course,  these  designs  and  slogans  were 
official  too.  The  reason  for  their  study  is  the  fact  that  they  do  represent  official 
thought.  But  there  was  a large  supply  of  stock  designs  and  phrases  available.  Because 
all  were  related  to  the  same  ideas  of  Imperial  glory,  any  of  several  designs  might  fit 
a given  phrase  and  any  of  several  phrases  might  match  a given  design.  It  must  be 
understood  that  the  inscriptions  are  not  always  specifically  meant  to  explain  the  designs. 
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It  is  only  during  the  Imperial  period  of  Roman  history  that  the  reverse  inscriptions 
acquire  their  full  importance.  Republican  coins  glorify  either  the  national  divinities 
or  the  family  ancestors  of  the  official  who  caused  them  to  be  struck.  They  do  not 
convey  a particular  political  message,  nor  did  they  need  to.  The  Republican  Constitution 
was  old,  deeply  rooted,  and  sacred  from  immemorial  usage.  The  authority  of  the  public 
power  was  undisputed.  The  Consuls,  the  Senate,  and  the  People  in  the  several  electoral 
bodies,  had  their  sufficiently  defined  functions.  There  was  no  need  to  boost  anybody, 
beyond  the  decent  family  pride  exhibited  by  the  Masters  of  the  Mint.  All  this  changed 
with  the  coming  of  the  Empire.  The  Imperial  power  was  new.  It  was  unconstitutional. 
It  urgently  required  justification  for  its  existence.  Now  the  properties  of  the  Latin 
tongue  were  eminently  suited  for  explaining  the  meaning  of  the  Imperial  rule  on  coins. 
Latin  is  concise.  A Latin  text  is  shorter,  if  anything,  than  its  English  translation.  Latin 
is  a lawyers’  language,  designed  to  say  just  what  it  means,  and  Latin  is  splendidly 
sonorous.  The  Roman  monetary  inscriptions  are  therefore  works  of  art.  Reading  them 
is  a delight  and  this  may  explain  why  they  were  so  often  imitated.  Let  us  now  see 
what,  in  their  inimitable  style,  they  do  say. 

Probably  the  most  important  function  of  the  inscription  was  to  establish  the 
traditional  and  ideological  nature  of  the  Emperor’s  power.  Augustus  is  careful  to  say 
that  he  rules  “by  consent  of  the  Senate,  the  class  of  knights,  and  the  People  of  Rome”. 
More  particularly,  he  holds  his  chief  dignity,  that  of  “Imperator”  or  Commander-in-chief, 
“by  the  consent  of  the  Armies”.  He  can  only  remain  in  office  while  they  trust  him.  So 
“EIDES  MILITVM”,  “The  Faith  of  the  Troops”,  is  a frequently  used  inscription,  as 
is  “CONCORDIA”,  indicating  that  the  Armies,  particularly  the  Guards,  the  Provinces, 
and  all  the  Empire,  are  of  one  mind  about  the  validity  of  the  Regime. 

We  must  now  consider  why  the  diverse  classes  and  authorities  in  the  Empire  were 
supposed  to  need  the  Emperor.  Primarily,  they  needed  him  because  of  his  unique 
virtues.  Innumerable  issues  of  coins  celebrate  the  virtues  of  the  Emperor.  Of  course, 
these  were  not  merely  amiable  personal  qualities.  Almost  each  of  them  implied  some 
public  activity.  The  Piety  of  the  Emperor,  for  instance,  meant  that  he  was  devoted 
to  the  cult  of  his  divine  ancestors  and,  in  his  office  of  Sovereign  Pontiff,  was  busy 
mending  the  old  temples  of  the  gods.  His  Liberality  meant  the  proper  working  of 
Social  Security.  The  coinage  notes  how  many  times  in  his  reign  a dole,  “CONGIARIVM”, 
was  handed  out  to  the  citizens.  His  Fortune  meant  luck  that  was  literally  superhuman, 
as  well  as  his  perpetual  success  in  war.  And  since  he  was  viewed  as  superhuman 
before  the  triumph  of  Christianity,  one  of  his  most  important  Imperial  qualities  was 
his  Eternity.  All  these,  and  many  more,  are  named  on  the  coins. 

We  have  just  noted  that  the  Emperor  was  a superhuman,  divine  personage.  That 
this  was  a necessary  consequence  of  the  Roman  republican  tradition  needs  some 
explanation.  It  is  obvious  that  the  citizens  of  a Republic  are  different  from  the  subjects 
of  a King  in  that  they  acknowledge  the  supremacy  of  no  one  man.  It  therefore  stands 
to  reason  that  if  republicans  are  to  have  a master  at  all,  he  must  be  more  than  human. 
Julius  Caesar  was  not  slow  to  draw  this  conclusion.  His  successors  followed  him  in 
various  ways,  all  of  which  we  cannot  attempt  to  explain  here.  We  will  mention  only 
those  which  are  reflected  on  the  reverse  inscription  of  the  coinage. 

If  an  Emperor  died  in  such  a way  as  to  be  succeeded  by  his  appointed  heir,  the 
heir  showed  his  Piety  by  causing  the  Senate  to  appoint  the  late  Sovereign  a god. 
Coins  inscribed  “CONSECRATIO”  were  then  struck,  showing  the  divine  eagle  that 
was  supposed  to  carry  the  consecrated  soul  to  heaven.  The  successor  styled  himself

“son  of  the  divine”.  His  divine  origin  helped  to  made  the  whole  Imperial  family  divine. 
In  celebrating  the  “Fecundity’’  of  the  Empress  on  the  coinage  it  must  be  remembered 
that  she  gave  birth  not  just  to  Princes,  but  to  divine  off-spring.  The  Imperial  dignity 
could  also  be  shared.  The  reigning  Emperor,  the  Great  Emperor  as  he  was  referred  to 
in  Constantinople,  could  have  a co-Emperor.  In  that  case,  it  was  correct  to  celebrate 
the  “CONCORDIA  AVGVSTORVM”  of  the  two  rulers.  Unfortunately,  more  often 
than  not,  the  agreement  of  Their  Majesties  ended  by  their  trying  to  murder  each  other. 
But  then,  the  often  praised  Faithfulness  and  Concord  of  the  Armies  did  not  always 
exist  either. 

The  official  idea  that  the  Emperor  was  divine  meant  several  things.  It  meant, 
in  the  first  place,  that  he  stood  in  a particular  relationship  to  the  gods  — and  specifically 
to  that  god  whom  he,  or  his  period,  chose  to  consider  the  most  important.  For  instance, 
Aurelian  dedicated  coins  to  “The  Unconquered  Sun”.  In  the  same  way,  Constantine 
the  Great,  before  his  conversion,  gave  thanks  to  “The  Unconquered  Sun,  his  Companion  . 
Diocletian,  on  the  other  hand,  preferred  Jove.  He  and  many  other  Emperors  struck 
coins  to  “Jove  the  Conserver”,  the  “Victorious”,  the  “Champion  and  the  Defender 
of  the  Empire’. 

Since  the  Empire  was  ruled  by  a son  of  the  gods,  it  is  obvious  that  his  period  of 
rule  was  not  to  be  compared  with  the  tenure  of  office  of  a republican  representative.  It 
was,  on  the  contrary,  a unique  period  of  bliss  for  the  Empire,  and  indeed  for  all 
humanity.  Here  it  is  perfectly  obvious  that  Roman  thought  was  being  influenced  by 
Oriental  religious-political  ideas  that  were  very  old.  In  fact,  half-way  through  the  life 
of  the  Roman  Empire,  they  were  revived  by  the  Empire  of  Persia.  1 he  present  writer, 
in  his  recent  essay  on  Sassanid  Persian  coinage,  described  the  Persian  idea,  which  saw 
the  reign  of  each  Great  King  as  a star-appointed,  cosmic  period.  One  symbol  of  the 
relation  between  Heaven  and  the  Sovereign  was  the  crescent  and  star,  so  frequently 
found  on  Sassanid  coins.  We  find  that  Augustus  put  exactly  that  symbol  on  his  coins, 
and  with  precisely  the  same  meaning.  When,  therefore,  Roman  coins  speak  of  The 
Happiness  of  the  Times”  and  “The  Happiness  of  the  Empire”,  they  do  not  mean  what 
a modern  administration  means  by  ou’ve  never  had  it  so  good  . The  real  meaning 
is  explained  by  the  inscription,  “Happiness  Everlasting”, — Under  this  divine  Emperoi , 
you  will  always  be  happy.  You  must  be.  Why,  even  nature  will  probably  do  wonders 
for  him.  That  is  why,  among  other  praises  of  the  Emperor’s  “Saeculum”  — his  Epoch  — 
we  also  find  praises  of  “The  fruitful  Epoch’.  His  divine  powers,  and  particularly  his 
bodily  presence,  will  be  good  for  the  crops.  When  the  Emperor  came  to  a Province, 
coins  celebrated  his  “ADVENTVS”  — “The  Happy  Arrival  of  the  Emperor”.  It  was  happy, 
if  he  did  his  duty  and  cleaned  up  the  provincial  administration.  His  coming  meant 

“Fortune  brought  back”. 

Very  obviously,  this  heathen  doctrine  goes  a long  way  to  explain  the  frequent 
revolutions,  and  the  violent  deaths  of  Roman  Emperors.  A Christian  King  can  be 
unlucky  and  go  on  reigning.  A republican  President,  if  unlucky,  will  fail  at  re-election. 
A divine  Emperor,  if  unlucky,  is  shown  up  as  not  being  divine.  As  a mere  man  he 
could  not  rule  a “Republic”.  He  is  shown  to  be  a tyrant  and  must  be  killed.  In  that 
case,  of  course,  he  was  not  consecrated  a god.  1 he  next  Emperor,  far  from  showing  him 
any  “Piety”  would  use  some  such  motto  as  “Rome  Reborn’,  as  did  Galba  after  Nero  s 

fall. 

It  follows  that  a divine,  felicitous  Emperor  could  rule  the  Republic.  He  was  called 
“The  Restorer  of  the  Republic”,  and  many  coins  advertise  “Liberty”,  or  “Public 
Liberty”.  A few  even  combine  “The  Victory  of  the  Emperors  the  Liberty  of  the 
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Romans”.  The  Emperors,  of  course,  proudly  claimed  to  continue  the  Roman  Republic. 
Their  coinage  proclaimed  “The  Well-being  of  the  Republic”,  as  it  proclaimed  them 
“The  Delight  of  the  Roman  People’.  But  above  all,  it  proclaimed  “The  Glory  of  the 
Republic’’,  or  “The  Glory  of  the  Romans”.  Again,  all  these  mottos  are  not  to  be  taken 
in  a strictly  political,  worldly  sense.  It  will  help  us  to  understand  the  Roman  mentality 
if  we  notice  that,  with  insignificant  exceptions,  coins  were  dedicated  to  “Eternal 
Rome”  only  in  pagan  times.  Christians  could  not  speak  about  Eternal  Rome  in  the 
same  sense  because  the  slogan  was  meant  quite  literally.  Rome,  who  was  a goddess 
in  her  own  right,  was  thought  of  as  being  above  the  changes  of  epochs.  But  though 
t hristians  could  not  say  quite  that,  yet  they  believed  something  very  like  it.  Rome 
and  the  Roman  Empire  would  remain  to  the  end  of  this  world.  And  so  the  Christian 
Emperors  kept  up  their  proud  monetary  inscriptions  under  conditions  that  might  have 
discouraged  any  man  — any  man,  that  is,  but  a Roman.  The  Goths  invaded  Italy,  and 
their  Kings  acknowledged  only  an  extcmely  vague  Commonwealth  authority  of  the 
Emperors  at  Constantinople.  Indeed,  their  Dominion  status  was  so  independent,  that 
the  names  of  the  Gothic  kings  were  put  on  the  coinage  of  Italy.  Yet  such  was  the 
authority  of  the  Empire,  such  the  tradition  of  Rome,  that  these  very  coins  were 
inscribed  on  their  reverse,  “Unconquered  Rome’’.  Here  let  me  say  that  “Unconquered” 
was  an  expression  taken  from  the  doctrines  of  the  pagan  Roman  religion.  It  was 
originally  used  about  the  Sun  and  stars,  who  were  unconquered  in  that  they  rise  again 
each  time  they  have  gone  down.  That  was  exactly  what  these  people  believed  of  the 
Empire. 

This  concept  also  explains  why  the  late  Roman  Emperors  kept  the  triumphal 
inscriptions  of  their  coinage  precisely  at  the  moment  when  the  Empire  was  breaking 
down.  Of  course,  Victory  had  been  a favorite  subject  of  monetary  designs  and  texts 
for  a long  time.  This  is  not  to  say  that  the  Romans  were  militarists  pure  and  simple. 
They  knew  perfectly  well  that  the  purpose  of  war  must  be  peace.  “Peace”,  with  various 
attributes,  is  a frequent  inscription.  The  great  Constantine  even  speaks  of  “Blessed 
Quiet”.  Yet  as  the  Empire  grew  older.  Peace,  and  Roman  Liberty,  had  to  be  defended 
against  the  Barbarians.  So  the  Emperors  were  prasied  for  their  victories  in  a way* 
that  stresses  the  superhuman  nature  of  their  “Perpetual  Victory”.  They  were  called 
“Conqueror  of  Barbarian  Peoples’’  or  even,  with  more  fulsome  flattery,  “Conqueror 
of  all  Peoples”.  As  time  went  on,  “Victory  of  the  Emperors”  became  the  most 
usual  inscription.  It  was  used  in  times  where  it  had  no  relation  to  facts  at  all  and  was 
used  at  Constantinople  long  after  the  fall  of  the  Western  Empire.  For  a practical 
reason  it  was  good  policy  to  go  on  coining  with  the  old  Latin  inscriptions  which  could 
be  read  in  the  West.  They  served  to  show  people  two  things.  The  old  Empire,  the 
Roman  Empire,  still  existed  and  its  coinage  still  existed  with  the  gold  Solidus  keeping 
its  proper  weight,  so  that  the  coinage  of  the  Emperor  could  be  an  accepted  currency 
the  world  over. 

In  Christian  times  new  inscriptions  were  devised,  to  fit  new  designs.  Of  course, 
the  old  wording  “VICTORIA  AVGVSTORVM”  was  also  used  with  the  new  design  — 
the  Sign  of  the  Cross.  The  Cross  was  called  by  the  Byzantines,  “Victory-making”  and 
the  Empire  relied  on  it  for  victory.  But  the  Cross  was  also  inscribed  in  Greek,  “Conquer 
by  This’’,  the  word  given  to  the  great  Constantine.  Heraclius,  the  Crusader  who  took 
the  Holy  Cross  from  the  Persians,  used  the  military  war-cry,  “God  aid  the  Romans”, 
in  Latin,  then  the  language  of  the  Armed  Forces.  The  last  of  Heraclius’  House,  that 
odious,  but  apparently  very  gifted  man,  Justinian  II,  was  also  the  last  Eastern  Emperor 
to  introduce  a new  Latin  inscription.  The  image  of  the  Saviour  on  his  coins  is  inscribed, 
“Jesus  Christ  King  of  Rulers”.  With  that  motto  of  Christian  rule  we  can  conclude  the 
present  study.
